PRE-DISCOVERY 


History does not record who were the first human settlers in New Zealand, but it is generally 
agreed that the peopling of these islands by the Maoris, who migrated to these shores from their 
legendary home of “‘ Hawaiki ’’ (somewhere in Polynesia), took place over many hundreds of years 


up to the fourteenth century. 


It is certain, however, that at the time of the coming of the Maori there was already a more 
primitive race—the Moriori—in occupation, who were possibly the original inhabitants. Whence 
came these aboriginals is a mystery, but they appear to have been vastly inferior to the virile and 
warlike Maoris, who quickly conquered and enslaved them. Few Moriori traces have been left on 
the mainland, but, until a decade or so ago, a mere family remnant—descendants of this ancient 


people, survived inevitable extinction on the outlying Chatham Islands. 


The Maori is outstanding among native peoples whose ancestral domains have passed under 


European control. 


Our handsome and intelligent co-inhabitant is accepted in our midst on terms of cultural equality 
after a very brief transition period—the fruits of a wise and liberal policy. Thus the interest and 


attractiveness of New Zealand is greatly enhanced and enriched by the picturesque Maori, and there 
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is no such blemish as a ‘‘ native problem ”’ in these fortunate islands.

From Terra Incognita to Nationhood 


The Dominion of New Zealand consists of three main islands, together with groups of 
several smaller islands lying at some distance from the principal group. The main group, which 
constitutes New Zealand proper, has an area of about 104,000 square miles, and the coast-line 
is some 4,330 miles in length. New Zealand lies between the parallels of 34 and 48 degrees 
South Latitude and the meridians of 166 and 179 degrees East Longitude, about 1,200 miles to 
the eastward of Australia. 


The principal islands are the North, South, and Stewart, and the main outliers within the 
Dominion include the Chatham, Auckland, Kermadec, Cook, and several others. In addition to 
these territories, the Dominion also exercises jurisdiction over the islands of Western Samoa 
and the Ross Dependency in distant Antarctica—an overall range from the tropics to the South 
Polar regions. 


New Zealand’s history as a British country covers little more than one hundred years, but 
the record of its progress during that time is as epic and romantic as it is brief. 


The country was discovered by Tasman, whose name is perpetuated in several physical 
features of this country—by a noble and lofty peak of the Southern Alps and by a broad bay 
in the northernmost portion of the South Island. In the extreme northerly portion of the 
Dominion is Cape Maria van Diemen, named by this intrepid seaman in honour of the wife of 
his sponsor, the then Governor of the Dutch East India Company, while a trio of islets in the 
same locality still bears the title bestowed by Tasman—the Three Kings—so called because he 
sighted them on the Feast of the Epiphany, December, 1642. 


Prior to the seventeenth century, New Zealand’s story is enveloped in the obscure legends 
and traditions of an unlettered people, but in 1642 Abel Janszoon Tasman, the great Dutch navigator, 
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To Captain Cook, more than to any other early 
explorer of new lands during the eighteenth century, 
is credit due for making New Zealand better known. 


The published accounts of his voyages served to 
stimulate interest in these favoured islands of the South 
Seas, and in later years the pioneers of colonization 
turned towards this country as a field for European 
settlement where there were conditions conducive to 
a way of life comparable with the best that Western 


‘lands could offer—a country with a temperate, healthy 


climate and a fertile soil. 


Cook was noted not only for his ability as a navigator 
and for his observant habits, but also for his humane 
attributes and his sincerity of purpose. 


His ‘‘ Endeavour,’?a converted cat-built Whitby 


collier, though apparently a good sea-boat, was old, 


small, and slow. It is therefore remarkable that the 
exploratory work accomplished on his first voyage 
around these coasts in 1769-70 was so accurate—that so 
many of his determinations still remain reasonably 
correct in the light of the findings of modern science. 


The ‘‘sea-track’’ here reproduced illustrates the 
perseverance that was characteristic of one of the 
greatest seamen of all time.

History indicates that as early as 1792 the waters around New Zealand were greatly resorted 
to by whalers and sealers, who began to form desultory settlements towards the end of the 
eighteenth century. In 1830 a straggling European township was growing on the shores of the 
Bay of Islands in the North Island. The lawlessness of this community began to have such evil 
effects on the Natives that in 1833 the British Government appointed a Resident Officer at the 
Bay of Islands. Owing to his limited authority, however, he was powerless to enforce law and 
order upon the unruly population of adventurers, and in [840 the British Government treated 
with the Maori tribes, and sovereignty was proclaimed over New Zealand. 


It was in 1840, too, that the first definite schemes of colonization were established, and 
thereafter the country gradually and progressively developed. Advancement in the early years 
was somewhat slow, and hindered in the North Island by intermittent warfare with the Maoris. 


The discovery of gold materially assisted New Zealand’s development, and the spectacular 
progress of primary industries closely associated with grassland farming, combined with the 
success of refrigerated cargo-vessels, gave her a position of importance as an exporter of frozen 
meat and of dairy-produce. Over 90 per cent. of the normal exports from New Zealand repre- 
sents the products of the pastoral industry—wool, meat, dairy-produce. 


In recent years extraordinary developments have taken place in a variety of manufacturing 
industries, and the requirements of New Zealand’s domestic markets are fully served in many 
directions. 


Many things have been accomplished that justify national pride. New Zealand is fully abreast 
of the most modern countries and in some departments 


of human endeavour and social progress she has led the 
world. 


No longer a land of the distant horizon, her people 
the descendants of hardy pioneer stock, this country is 
noted for its youthful vigour and the unfoldment of its 
progressive ideals.

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The pages of this book cannot achieve more than illustration of the salient features of the Dominion, 
but they will be sufficient to convince the reader that, of all the countries of the world, that most 
favoured with natural charms in the widest degree of diversity is, undoubtedly, New Zealand. 


Every major tourist attraction of older countries has its counterpart within these islands—some- 
times on a grander scale than elsewhere, frequently in miniature. In addition, there are points 
of interest that focus the visitor’s attention on sights and scenes that are absolutely unique 
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Let your eye rest on the map of New Zealand. You will notice that it is a comparatively 
long and narrow country. In relation to the rest of the world it appears somewhat small and 
isolated—an outpost. But, although some 1,200 miles separate New Zealand from the nearest 


land-mass, it is neither so very small nor so isolated as first impressions may convey. 


The main islands extend across about 1,000 miles of latitude, and the area is roughly equiva- 
lent to that of the British Isles or nearly that of the State of California. Its exact antipodes in 
the Northern Hemisphere would cover a line drawn from Morocco through the Iberian Peninsula 
to the coasts of Brittany in France. Nor is New Zealand so remote as a cursory glance may 
suggest, for it will be noted, too, that the main trade routes of the Pacific—of the world, and 


the airways—converge upon these islands. 


In a world of diminishing distances New Zealand is at the threshold of the visitor from abroad. 


it matters not in what sphere of interest a visitor’s travel lies, New Zealand has it, too— 
mighty glaciers that descend from alpine heights into verdant forests ; geysers and boiling pools 
of healing water that adjoin streams and lakes teeming with trout ; fiords that penetrate primeval 
mountain fastnesses whose forest-clad ramparts are laced with foaming cascades and waterfalls 
nearly 2,000 ft. high. There are subterranean grottoes illuminated by the myriad lights of glow- 
worms reflected with fairy radiance in hidden pools; there are lakes whose crystal depths 
mirror their girdling forests and snow-capped mountains. There are undulating foothills—out- 
riders of the alpine cavalcade—and sweeping fertile plains ; rivers and streams, each with a 
beauty of its own—some providing picturesque waterways with glorious attendant scenery ; huge 
forest giants of venerable antiquity. All these, and innumerable other physical attractions combine 


to make New Zealand a ‘‘ World in Itself.’’

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In New Zealand there is much to attract the sports- 
man—sport for rod and gun. The trout and salmon 
angling is unexcelled, and deep-sea big game _ fishing 
provides thrills to which world-renowned enthusiasts 


have borne eloquent testimony. 


The student of nature and the scientist will find a 
happy hunting-ground. There are curious birds like the 
flightless and wingless kiwi, and feathered songsters that 
fill the woods with vibrant music; there are oddities, 
like the tuatara—relic of a prehistoric age. The botanist 
will revel in the unique character of much of the country’s 
ancient forest and vegetative covering, but the average 
visitor will gather recollections of scarlet blossoms of 
rata and pohutukawa, of trees spangled with the snowy 


clematis and of a wealth of delicate fern. 


Modern transport and accommodation have been fea- 
tures of touring in New Zealand for many years and are 
progressively improving, so that tourist visitors are assured 
of all the facilities which contribute to the fullest enjoyment 
and appreciation of the multitude of beautiful, interesting, 
and curious places and things that, all in all, make this 
most novel of all countries the most outstanding tourist, 


recreation, and health resort of the world. 











Mild, Sunny Climate 


New Zealand lies wholly within the South Temperate 
Zone, and it is also wholly and at all times within 
the zone of prevailing westerly winds, though these are 
stronger and more persistent farther south. 


Owing to its comparative isolation from neighbouring 
land-masses and its narrowness in the direction of the 
prevailing winds, its climate is predominantly marine in 
character. 


Despite this marine character, however, there are 
modifications due to the height and continuity of the 
main mountain ranges and the general high relief of the 
country, especially in the South Island. The mountainous 
backbones of both main islands tend to break up 
the prevailing winds and cause the air at various 
levels to mix. Consequently very extensive and

persistent cloud-sheets are seldom experienced. New Zealand therefore “enjoys a very high 
percentage of sunshine in a country with a fairly high rainfall. 


The principal ocean current in the surrounding waters is from south-west to north-east and is a 
branch of the South Equatorial Current. It is this warm ocean current that doubtless accounts 
for the absence of any marked extremes in the climate of the country from north to south. 


The controlling influence of topography on rainfall in New Zealand is very conspicuous. 
Areas exposed to westerly winds have heavier rains than those protected from them by mountain 


ranges. 

Temperature is no less important than rainfall in determining the living conditions of a 
country. Although New Zealand is narrow, the high ranges shield the country to the eastward 
of them to a considerable extent, so that there is a nearer approach to continental conditions 
than otherwise would be expected, particularly in the South Island.

SHADE TEMPERATURES RAINFALL. 
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In general, the latitude bounds of New Zealand proper—34 to 48 degrees south latitude— 
correspond approximately in the Northern Hemisphere with those of the countries bordering on the 
Mediterranean Sea, and consequently the visitor expects a mildness of climate. 


New Zealand’s climate embraces all the best features of the more salubrious countries of 
Western Europe, with a complete absence of continental extremes of heat or cold. The conditions 
are ideal for people of European race, and especially refreshing in the case of white persons who 
have been obliged to sojourn for lengthy periods in trying climates or in tropical lands. 


Seasons of the year are opposite to those in the Northern Hemisphere, and therefore visitors 
from northern climes can ‘ follow the sun to New Zealand.’’

The Southern Alps of New Zealand are the most lofty mountains in this quarter of the 
globe. There are many peaks that exceed 10,000 ft. in altitude, and the highest of these is Mount 
Cook, alpine monarch of the region, raising its snow-crested diadem 12,349 ft. above sea-ievel. 
Majestic glaciers of great size descend from the wide snowfields to the upper valleys of the 
ranges, and among these rivers of ice is the Tasman—possibly the largest glacier in the world 
outside those of the polar regions and the Himalayas. 


The alpine attractions of this district are almost boundless, and the resort is favoured equally 
by those who enjoy a restful holiday as by mountaineers, and those who, in the autumn, winter, 
and early spring, indulge in snow-sports of every description. 


Excellent hotel accommodation is provided at the Hermitage, while chalets and alpine huts, 
some reached by road or formed tracks, afford every facility and reasonable amenity that the 
mountaineer may desire, and enable the winter-sport enthusiast to follow his favourite pastime 
in any season of the year.

For Customs purposes, the 
term ‘‘ personal effects ”’ is 
interpreted as including sport- 
ing requisites such as fishing- 
gear, rifles and shot-guns, 
cameras, mountaineering or 
camping equipment, which 
are for use by the visitor. 
Revolvers and automatic 
pistols are forbidden, and 
ali other firearms must be 


registered with the police. 
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Tourists’ Baggage, Effects, and Motes-vehicles 


Neither Customs duty nor sales tax is charged in respect of the following articles when 


brought into New Zealand and not intended for sale or for any other person, viz. :— 


(1) Wearing-apparel and other personal effects which have been worn or are in use by persons 
arriving in New Zealand. 

(2) Household or other effects which have been in use for twelve months prior to embarka- 
tion by the persons or families bringing them to New Zealand, not exceeding in value £(N.Z.)100 
for each adult passenger and £(N.Z.)50 for each child, providing that the total value of household 
or other effects so imported does not exceed the sum of £(N.Z.)300 for the members of any 


one family. 


Visitors’ Motor-vehicles: \t is the practice of the Customs authorities in New Zealand to allow 
motor-cars and motor-bicycles to be included within the meaning of the term “household or 
other effects’’ admissible free of duty, &c., to the extent indicated in paragraph (2) above, 
provided that the said motor-cars or motor-bicycles have been in use for not less than twelve 
months prior to embarkation by the persens or families bringing them to the Dominion. This 
practice is followed irrespective of whether the passenger contemplates permanent residence or 
otherwise, and it will be seen, therefore, that tourist visitors and other transients may take 
advantage of this concession. Various other facilities are available for the admission of tourists’ 


motor-vehicles, viz. :— 




























Prospective visitors contemplating travel in this 
country with their own automobiles are recom- 
mended to consult the appropriate authority 
in their own country, or the nearest office of 
the New Zealand Government Travel Service 














(a) Arrangements may be made for the duty and sales tax payable on a visitor’s motor- 
vehicle (which does not qualify for admission free in terms of the foregoing paragraph) to be 
deposited with the Customs at the port of arrival in New Zealand, and for the amount of this 
deposit to be returned to the visitor at the port of departure on production of the vehicle and 


the deposit receipt. 


(b) The payment of the above deposit in cash may be avoided by the execution of a bond 
by some NEW ZEALAND GUARANTOR satisfactory to the Collector of Customs at the port 


of arrival. 


(c) Where facilities exist in his own country and reciprocal arrangements are in force between 
the automobile association of that country and the New Zealand Automobile Association, the 
visitor is recommended to obtain a ‘‘triptyque.’’ This useful document is virtually an auto- 
mobile ‘‘ passport ’’ and greatly simplifies the clearance of motor-vehicles through the Customs 
and obviates deposits and other formalities in New Zealand. Such reciprocal arrangements are 
available between the New Zealand Automobile Association and the automobile organizations 


in various overseas countries.

Cpratuities 


Gratuities are not the general rule in New Zealand, but the practice of tipping in hotels 
and on board ship is becoming more widespread among employees in these particular occupations. 
There is no actual scale, nor is there any percentage added to hotel bills, and therefore 
visitors accustomed to giving gratuities should confine their tippings to rewards for personal 
services received and appreciated, but generally it will be found that employees do not solicit 


any fee additional to their ordinary remuneration. 


Licensed porters operate on wharves and at railway-stations and are obliged to confine their 


charges to a regulation scale.

Taxation 


No taxation of a direct character is levied on bona fide tourists or other visitors provided 
they do not engage in remunerative business during their stay or otherwise derive income from 


a New Zealand source. 
Clearances are required of all persons leaving New Zealand for any overseas destination, 
but in the case of bona fide tourists the procedure is simplified and no difficulty is experienced.

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Modern Transportation 


New Zealand is well served by its system of transport communications. Internal travel is 


expeditious, safe, reliable, and modern, and in cost compares very favourably with any tourist 
country of the world. 


Railways: There are more than 3,400 route miles of State railways, with main trunk lines 
connecting Auckland and Wellington in the North Island, and Christchurch and: Invercargill in 
the South Island. Numerous extensions and branch lines provide a network that adequately 
covers both main islands. Severa! of the termini are at or adjacent to tourist resorts. The 


amenities provided are excellent, and up-to-date sleeping accommodation is available wherever 
night travel is involved. | 


Inter-Island Steamship Services: Speedy and comfortable ships maintain a regular service between 
the port of Wellington in the North Island, and Lyttelton and Picton in the South Island, and 
vice versa. Sea communication is also available between Wellington and Nelson and vice versa. 


Air-lines: Air transport in New Zealand is modern, safe, and efficient. Regular services are 
maintained between principal centres, 


and subsidiary services will augment 
those at present operating, as soon 
as conditions warrant the extension. 


Roads and Motoring: Of the total 
of over 53,200 miles of formed roads 
that traverse almost every portion of 
the country, more than 44,200 miles 
are surfaced with bituminous or 
cement concrete, bitumen or tar, 
metal or gravel. Excellent road

motor services are operated by the Railways Department and various private undertakings throughout 
the whole of the country, and there are no resorts or settlements that are not readily accessible 


by road, by rail, or both. Main highways everywhere are under the control of a central authority, 
so that their maintenance and uniform excellence are assured. 


Accommodation: Good hotel and guest-house accommodation is available in New Zealand, and the 
general standard is advancing in conformity with modern ideals and requirements. Improvements 
are being made continually, and all leading houses provide hot and cold running water, private baths, 


room telephones, &c. Cuisine in general is excellent and varied, and at all major points, including 
resorts, the service and amenities are first class of their kind. 
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acilities for the Touring Motorist 


Visitors on tour in New Zealand with their own private automobiles are recommended to 
obtain membership of the Automobile Association on arrival. This will ensure to them the 
various privileges and services which members enjoy, and generally assist their progress. Detailed 
information as to routes, conditions of roads, and other particulars of assistance to motorists 


are always available from the Association. 


Throughout New Zealand, as in most countries where there is a good deal of touring by 
private motor-car, there are numerous permanent camps for motorists. These motor camps, 
situated near or in main centres of population, are well equipped and have many conveniences, 
including cooking and heating facilities, up-to-date water and sanitation services, stores, shelters, 
&c. Even camps that are remote from cities and towns are replete with every reasonable con- 


venience, and charges are universally moderate. 


Overseas visitors who do not bring their own cars with them, but desire to undertake 
private automobile travel, with or without chauffeur-couriers, are recommended to discuss their 
proposed tours with the nearest office or agent of the New Zealand Government Tourist Bureau, 


where full details and quotations will be available.

Sport of all kinds is plentiful in New Zealand, as is natural in a country where an agreeable 
climate and ample playgrounds are conducive to outdoor activities. 


Fishing 

Trout and Salmon Angling: Practically every river and lake, stream, brook, and water-course in 
the Dominion contains trout of some description. Many inland waters are well stocked, and 
most of the varieties of trout and salmon that have been established and acclimatized in the 
country have become more plentiful and for the most part attain greater size than in their 


original European or American habitats. Rainbow trout predominate in the North Island waters, 
while brown trout are well distributed throughout both Islands. 


Quinnat salmon are plentiful in the larger snow-fed rivers that flow across the eastern plains 
of the South Island into the Pacific, and Atlantic salmon may be taken in the Southern 
Lakes—Te Anau and Manapouri, their tributaries and outlet. 


The season for trout and salmon opens on Ist October 
and terminates on 30th April in most districts except 
Rotorua, Taupo, and part of the Southern Lakes districts. 
In the Rotorua and Taupo districts the season is from Ist 
November till [4th May, and in the Lake Te Anau — Mana- 
pouri. portion of the Southern Lakes district it is from 
2Ist October till 30th April. License fees for visitors in 
the Taupo district are £6 for the season, £1 per week, or 
7s. 6d. per day ; in the Rotorua district they are £1 5s. for 
the season, I0s. for a week, or 3s. 6d. per day ; in the Southern 
Lakes district the fees are as for Rotorua. Elsewhere in 
the North Island the fee is generally £1 [0s. for the season, 
and in the South Island £1 5s. for the season.

Shooting and Stalking: No licenses are required for this type of sport in New Zealand, except 
for feathered game. The season for the latter is usually for two months or so in the autumn 
or fall and early winter, but varies in different localities. Deer, including moose, wapiti, red, 
Virginian, fallow, Japanese, sambur, tahr and chamois are varieties of furred game giving sport, 


and some good heads are still being secured. These animals in past years increased so rapidly 


and developed such destructive habits that wholesale methods of extermination have been adopted 


by the Government. Stalkers are advised to discuss the choice of suitable localities with the 
nearest representative of the New Zealand Government Tourist Bureau, who will obtain up-to-date 


information for them. This will enable the sportsman to select an area where good stalking 
may be had. 


There is no close season, and no limit to the number or sex of deer that may be taken. 


Feathered game is of a varied nature. Duck, swan, and quail of different kinds are well 
distributed through both Islands. Pheasant is abundant in certain North Island localities, and 


chukor is established in parts of the South Island. 
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Gun-sport of all kinds is 
plentiful in parts of New 
Zealand, and the variety of 
feathered and furred game is 
wide. 

The open seasons for native 
and imported feathered game 
in different districts vary 
somewhat, but usually extend 
over about four weeks of the 
autumn season. License fees 
average £I in the South Island 
and £I 10s. in the North Island. 
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Mountaineering and Snow Sports: Ample opportunity exists 
in New Zealand for mountaineering, and seasoned alpinists will 
find plenty of scope for indulging in their hobby. The Central 
Alpine Region of the South Island, especially, abounds in 
challenging peaks. The giant of this area is Mount Cook 
(12,349 ft.), but there are many mountains of 10,000 ft. or more. 
For those whose taste inclines to snow-sports there is a wide 
field of choice, and in the Mount Cook district these may be 
enjoyed at any season of the year, as the mountains are 


covered in perpetual snows. With the 
advance of summer, the snows recede 
from the lower levels to an altitude 
of about 6,000 ft., so that a little 
preliminary climbing must then be 
undertaken before the snow-fields 
are reached. At the “ Hermitage,”’ 
Mount Cook, this is simplified as a 
good road takes the winter sports 
enthusiast to an ideal base in the 
































Pedestrian Tours 


Walking or hiking is a 
pastime that may be engaged 
in almost everywhere in New 
Zealand, and there are routes 
off the beaten track that will 
appeal to any lover of the open- 
air life, whether his tastes are 
in the nature of brief rambles 
across a pleasant countryside or 
for more strenuous journeys 
through forests and among hills 
and mountains. 











There are splendid snow-fields that compare favourably 
with those of Europe, where snow sports may be enjoyed in the late autumn, winter, and early | a 
spring under ideal conditions, and favourite resorts, additional to the Central Alpine Region above 
mentioned, include the Tongariro National Park, Mount Egmont, and the Arthur Pass National Park. 


Walking and Hiking: Pre-eminent among routes that appeal not only to trampers, but to any 
traveller in ordinary good health, is the famous Milford Track that links the head of Lake Te 
Anau with Milford Sound. This wonderful tourist route through scenery of great beauty and 
majesty is renowned as the “ Finest Walk in the World.’? The various national parks of New 
Zealand are a good field for walking activities and individual or party ‘‘ pedestrian tours ”’ of 
all descriptions. 


These are large areas of virgin territory set aside for all time for the enjoyment of the 
people, and contained within their boundaries is almost every kind of natural attraction. In 
these magnificent playgrounds all kinds of healthful outdoor sport are obtainable under ideal 
conditions, and for this purpose the principal parks possess one or more modern hotels, which 
bring the comforts and amenities of civilization into the heart of the wilderness. In other 
places, mountain huts and bivouacs—frequently maintained in conjunction with tourist hotels— 
are the means whereby the tramper 
and mountaineer may provide for 
extended travel in primitive areas. 








Sailing, &c.: Yachting and 
boating are available on nearly 
every harbour in the country, and 
is a most popular form of recre- 
ation in Auckland, particularly. 
This sport is to be had at each 
main port, most of which possess 
fine, broad waters ideal for the 
purpose.

The Turf: Elsewhere in this bookiet 
it has been indicated that the climate 
is equable, so it is not astonishing, 
therefore, that it permits of nearly 
all classes of outdoor sport being held 
throughout the year. The racegoer 
will find many splendid courses in the 
Dominion. It is noteworthy that New 
Zealand horses display good form and 
that many have won renown far beyond 
this country. 


Golf: Golf-links are almost every- 
where, and golfers will be able to enjoy 
new experiences here. Fine courses 
are in the proximity of the main cities 
and towns, and also at the principal 
resorts. At Rotorua the game may be 
played with unusual hazards—steam 
vents and boiling mud pools—while at 
the Chateau Tongariro there is a 
unique course situated at an elevation 
of 3,000 ft. above sea-level, close to 
high volcanic peaks. 


Other Sports and Recreation: Polo 
is played at Hamilton, Napier, and 
Christchurch, and at other places 
hunting to hounds is followed by 
various hunt clubs. Swimming and 
surfing are favourite summer activi- 
ties, as also are such games as tennis, 
croquet, and cricket, while Rugby 
football and hockey have large follow- 
ings during the winter season. 
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Football of various codes, in 
fact, is the most universal of 
winter games in this country, and 
many eminent players have been 
produced, while the visiting teams 
sent overseas by the Dominion 
have acquitted themselves well 
in Great Britain and other 
countries. 





Bowls: Bowling 
is a popular game 
in New Zealand, 
and the beautiful

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Social and Cultural Amenities 


Every population centre in New Zealand is endowed with parks and recreation grounds. 
The smallest villages have playing-areas of some description. Physical education is being increas- 
ingly developed, and the general welfare of the population in respect of health and recreation 
has always been fostered on national and democratic lines. 


Culturally, the population of New Zealand partakes of all the characteristics of a young and 
virile community. All sections are prolific readers, and there are many well-equipped libraries. 
Social clubs of all kinds for both sexes are numerous. | 


A general spirit of self-reliance permeates the entire community and, typical of New 
Zealanders, among whom there are no clean-cut social distinctions, is their sociable nature and 
hospitable demeanour. It will be found that they are always quick to welcome _ congenial 
newcomers. 


There is no national theatre in New Zealand, but the country extends enthusiastic support 
to visiting theatrical companies, ballet companies, and the like, musical art and the fine arts 
are appreciated, and the cinema is universally available.

The main spas are Rotorua, Te Aroha, and Hanmer, but there is a large number of localities 
with mineral springs of different kinds throughout the country which have been developed to a 
greater or lesser degree. The following are brief particulars of the main thermal resorts and the 


chief of the developed areas where mineral waters are available :— 


Rotorua: There is probably no spa in the world so rich in mineral waters covering so wide a 
range of therapeutic possibilities as Rotorua. On the one hand are alkaline siliceous waters rising in 
immense quantities from a huge number of springs at or near boiling-point, each differing in 
minor details of analysis from its neighbour ; on the other there are sulphuric acid hot springs, 
more circumscribed in area and output, but quite unlike any waters known in Europe and 


possessing remarkable powers of stimulating the cutaneous circulation when used as a bath. 


There are also hot “* mud-springs ”’ consisting chiefly of silicates and a large proportion of 


free sulphur which are used for ‘‘fango”’ baths. 


In addition, there are steam vents whose emissions are charged with various gases and 


minerals used for vapour baths. The baths at Rotorua are run on the familiar European lines, 
with a large number of comfortably fitted private bathrooms, public baths, cooling-rooms, 
electrical department, &c. Patients requiring hospital attention are cared for at the Sanatorium, 
which is devoted to balneological treatment on modern lines. Among the diseases and conditions 
which are curable or alleviated by spa treatment at Rotorua are rheumatism and arthritis in> 


different forms, and diseases of the nervous and digestive systems. 





Te Aroha: This is a very 
pretty little watering - place 
nestling at the foot of Te 
Aroha Mountain in the broad 
valley of the Thames, almost 
midway between Auckland and 
Rotorua. The springs are 
scattered over an extensive 
public garden on the lower 
slopes of the mountain, and 
a number of baths are situated 
about the grounds, their posi- 
tions determined by the out- 
flow of the principal springs. 
The waters conform generally 
to one main type—the 
“‘alkaline’’ — closely resem- 
bling the waters of Vichy, but 
containing a very much larger 
proportion of sodium-bicarbon- 
ate, and ranking as one of the 
strongest (probably the actual 
strongest) alkaline thermal 
waters of the world in 
therapeutic use. The chief 
virtues of the Te Aroha waters 
are inherent in their use in- 
ternally, and they are of proved 
efficacy in chronic gastric 


Hanmer, with its healing 
springs, is a noted health resort 














catarrh, hyper-acidity, &c. They are, 
however, also of advantage in certain 
skin-diseases, notably in psoriasis and 
seborrhea. 


Hanmer: At this spa there are 
waters of a type that is almost unique. 
The springs at Hanmer contain, 
among other ingredients, a large pro- 
portion of sodium borate, and their 
nearest European counterpart is the 
widely-known spa of Baden. As at | 
Rotorua, the more severely affected ee 
patient is adequately provided for by ee 
an up-to-date balneological sanator- 
ium. Sufferers from the usual chronic 
arthritic diseases, sciatica, lumbago, 
neuritis, anemia, and nervous exhaus- 
tion, in particular, are greatly bene- 
fited by treatment at Hanmer Springs. 
The elevated position (1,220 ft. above 
sea level) and encircling mountains, 
to the west of which is the main 
alpine range shutting off the moist 
westerly winds, gives Hanmer a 
climate that is no less a valuable 
curative factor than its mineral 
springs.

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Other Health Resorts 


Elsewhere in New Zealand is a number of excellent resorts with curative mineral springs of 
proved value, but beyond simple immersion baths no facilities for balneological treatment at present 
exist. At some of these health resorts, however, the waters are of considerable importance, and in 
many instances they are peculiar to the particular resort. 


Fielensville: At Parakai, near Helensville, there is a number of curative mineral springs, 
the waters of which resemble those of Wiesbaden. A fine bath-house has been built here, and 
several of the guest-houses have hot mineral water laid on in private baths. The waters are of 
value in the treatment of rheumatic conditions and ailments of the digestive system. 


Te Puia: Te Puia Springs are north of Gisborne and possess waters that closely resemble 
those of Morere. Comfortable hotel accommodation is available. [In addition to the springs, this 
resort is noteworthy for the large amount of free carburetted hydrogen evolved not only from 
the springs, but also from clefts in the surrounding rocks. A bath-house with simple immersion 
baths is available, and the waters are beneficial in ordinary arthritic cases, and where patients 
require tonic alterative treatment, especially sufferers from tuberculosis glands. There are also 
good public baths at this resort. 


Okoroire: This resort has a pleasant mild climate and is 
an ideal place for a quiet holiday. Its baths are of a simple 
character, but are nevertheless beneficial in cases of chronic 
gastric catarrh and mild arthritic cases. 


Maruia: The Maruia Springs lie some 126 miles south 
from Nelson in the South island. The surrounding country 
is mountainous and forest-clad, being both picturesque and 
beautiful. There is an accommodation-house, and _ simple 
immersion baths are available. The waters are of curative 
value in rheumatic conditions. 














Morere: The hot springs at Morere, in Hawke’s Bay, 
possess one of the strongest waters in its class anywhere in 
the world. They contain iodides and free iodine sufficient 
to tinge the waters light brown. Their nearest similar 
type in Europe is at Heilbrun in Bavaria. Morere Springs 
are situated in picturesque forest country near the sea-coast, 
handy to hotel accommodation, and there are tennis courts, 
swimming, and other recreational facilities. The waters 
are especially good for certain nervous disorders and 

tubercular conditions, as well as ordinary arthritic com- 
plaints. Morere, with its beautiful bush lands and splendid 
groves of nikau palms is one of the smallest but probably 
the prettiest of all the lesser thermal resorts of New - 
Zealand. 





Wairakei: The hot siliceous sulphur waters of Wairakei, a leading thermal resort located about 

6 miles north of Taupo, vary greatly but are divisible into two main groups. Those of the Geyser 

Valley are muriated, while those of the Kiriohinekei Valley contain sulphuric acid and are not 

. potable. There are no facilities for spa treatments but the several baths including a hot swimming 
BE pool in the grounds of the hotel, are delightful and freely available to guests and visitors. It is as

and there are attractions of singular merit in the

Organization: The New Zealand Government Travel Service is administered by the Tourist and 
Health Resorts Department, a State undertaking created in 1901 to assist the traveller and tourist 
in this country. It consists of Government Tourist Bureaux and numerous. booking agencies in 
the main cities and other centres of New Zealand, and representatives and honorary officials 
established at various points overseas. The offices abroad are, in turn, linked with almost every 
travel and tourist agency or passenger-booking organization throughout the world. This overseas 
and domestic network, together with co-operative liaison, links the New Zealand Government 


Tourist Bureau with nearly every other similar service. 


Information: All offices abroad are staffed with experienced officials who know the country 
and are qualified to supply reliable and up-to-date information to inquirers and _ prospective 
tourists. These offices are glad at all times to assist those contemplating a vacation in New 
Zealand and, moreover, can make actual booking arrangements. Itineraries are prepared to 
meet individual requirements to ensure that a visitor’s time in this country is employed to the 
utmost possible advantage, according to personal wishes, the length of vacation, or within set 
limits of expenditure. Illustrated literature and other descriptive material are also available from 


these offices and from those of the various accredited Travel Agents. 


Travel Agencies: In the case of visitors who are accustomed to entrust their holiday arrange- 
ments to the capable care of one of their national travel agencies or to an international organiza- 


tion engaged in tour booking, it is recommended that they continue to do so in connection

with their projected travel, as the same facilities may be enjoyed on arrival. Reputable organiza- 
tions of this type, as well as many individual agents—travel and tourist agencies, air-lines, shipping 
lines, travel departments of banks, State and private tourist bureaux, and the like—will deal 
with New Zealand inquiries and actual bookings, or can readily obtain and provide the desired 
service. 

Itineraries: Visitors booked by or through the New Zealand Government Tourist Bureau or 
its associated Travel Agents* are supplied with itineraries in a special form showing day-to-day 
movements and all essential information and directions. The continuity of travel arrangements 
and smooth operation is protected, wherever possible, by reservations made well in advance of 
arrival. Costs are accurately computed. The variety of New Zealand’s natural attractions is 
such that it is advisable for visitors to devote some thought to the amount of time spent at the 
various resorts included en route so that the itinerary selected results in a well-balanced tour. 
Every possible assistance is given in planning ahead—the advantages, including protection of 
reservations during peak periods of travel, are obvious. 

|. Reception: Visitors are met on arrival by officials of the New Zealand Government Tourist 
Bureau. In the case of those who come by aircraft, at the air-port, and where they enter 


New Zealand by sea, the incoming vessel ‘is boarded in the stream from the port authorities’

The Booking System: Booking methods are 
modern, comprehensive, and efficient, and a 
complete service is given from the time of 
arrival in this country until the day of depar- 
ture. It includes reception at the point of 
arrival in the Dominion, and special features 
are the issue of actual tickets for internal 
transport, accommodation, &c., reservations 
in advance, and the benefits of reliable assist- 
ance and guidance with constant, unobtru- 
sive attention to every essential requirement. 
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launch. Every reasonable facility is here initiated, inamedinte needs are attended to, and where 
the visitor is proceeding on a booked itinerary, planned in advance, formalities in connection 
with Customs, baggage clearance, &c., are relaxed or waived and progress facilitated. Taxis or 
special automobiles transfer the traveller from the port or air-port to his hotel after berthing 


or landing. 


2. Internal Travel: The exchange-orders or equivalent documents carried by visitors to cover 
their New Zealand tours are exchanged on arrival for actual tickets which require no further 
negotiation.

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Financial Crrangements 


The transfer of funds for a visitor’s touring expenses during a holiday in New Zealand is 
a very simple matter if advantage is taken of the system of booking in advance provided by the 
New Zealand Government Tourist Bureau at its various offices and associated travel-agencies. 
YOUR travel-agency will provide this service. In this way every essential item of expenditure 
is covered beforehand, and the main money worries eliminated. Most visitors will, of course, 
wish to provide for a small additional sum over and above their ordinary travelling-expenses to 
meet various incidental outgoings—films, tobacco, bus and tram fares, hairdressing, &c.—and 
where this amount is not substantial it is the practice of the organization to accept. a sum 


additional to the tour cost for refund in cash in New Zealand currency at the point of arrival. 


Visitors who desire to leave their New Zealand booking arrangements until arrival in the 
Dominion are recommended to purchase Travellers’ Cheques or a Letter of Credit, or to remit 
sufficient funds by Bank Draft to the point of arrival. All the principal banking-houses of the 


world have agencies or correspondents in New Zealand. 


The obvious conveniences of the system of the New Zealand Government Tourist Bureau will, 
however, commend itself to prospective visitors. Furthermore, any adjustments involving varia- 
tion or curtailment of a visitor’s itinerary for any reason can be attended to, and prompt cash 


refunds made where necessary.

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Long Term Visitors 


In view of the fact that inquiries are regularly made of the New Zealand Government Tourist 
Bureau for information regarding conditions that may be anticipated by those who contemplate 


spending an extended holiday in the Dominion, the following observations may be helpful :— 


European visitors from tropical countries frequently spend the whole or a large portion of 
their long leave or furlough in New Zealand because of the remarkable opportunities it offers 
for the intelligent and healthful enjoyment of well-earned leisure in an agreeable temperate 
climate, in peaceful and beautiful surroundings, in a country that can also furnish all the benefits 
of modern progress and the cultural amenities of western civilization. New Zealand fulfils these 


requirements in the fullest measure. 


Some visitors prefer to take up temporary residence at some country or marine resort where 
they may rest or indulge some favourite recreation such as surfing, bathing, riding, walking, or 
climbing ; games such as tennis, golf, bowls, or croquet ; or sport such as yachting, boating, 
shooting, and deep-sea, shore, and fresh-water fishing. There are many such places in New 
Zealand. Wherever possible, however, long-term visitors should undertake a more or less com- 
prehensive tour of the country before settling into temporary residence. This will greatly enhance 


the value of their travel experience. 


For the present, visitors contemplating extended holidays with the major portion of their 


vacation to be spent in one place are recommended to obtain accommodation at a guest-house 
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Primary educational development under ideal conditions. Modern

schools are of the ‘“‘open air” type. (Every young school 
child receives a daily ration of milk and also of fruit in season) 
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or hotel in the chosen locality. The housing position in this country, although being dealt with 
energetically and realistically by the authorities concerned, is such that the opportunities for a 
visitor to set up his own temporary domestic establishment are, for the time being, limited. 
This, of course, reflects the position in many countries in the immediate post-war period, but 


it is anticipated that eventually this problem will present no difficulties. 


Schools and Education: Visitors from abroad who spend protracted vacations in New Zealand 
with a long period in one locality naturally desire that the education of children accompanying 
them should not be interrupted unduly. It will therefore interest such families temporarily 
resident in the Dominion to learn that facilities are available here for every class of scholar 
from kindergarten instruction and guidance to primary and secondary education of a first-class 
order. In general terms, the national system of education is free, secular, and compulsory, and 
conforms as nearly as possible to the democratic principle of ‘‘ equal opportunity.”’ In addition 
to State public schools, there are also numerous private and denominational educational establish- 
ments of a superior standard. New Zealand’s educational institutions—State, private, and 
denominational—and its University offer primary, secondary, and technical instruction, combined 
with adequate attention to physical welfare and social development, considered to be equal to 


any in the Old World. 


Parents of European race resident in tropical countries bordering on the Indian and Pacific 


Oceans, and in the Pacific Islands, have long been accustomed to entrust, and with manifest 
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satisfaction, the educational development of their boys and girls to Dominion institutions, and this 


aspect is commended to the attention of those parents in torrid lands who may be interested 


in the matter of educating their families in a country that offers them not only the facilities, 
but also a healthy climate and a social environment comparable with enlightened European 


standards, and within easy distance. 


The New Zealand Government Tourist Bureau will be equally interested in supplying helpful 
particulars to visitors with projected long-term vacations as in the case of those whose tours are 


limited to shorter periods.
